Demonstration  School 
Does  Interesting  Work 

Miss  Souter  reports  that  some  very 
interesting  work  is  being  done  in  the 
Demonstration  .school  in  the  first  four 
grades  at  the  Franklin  building.  Miss 
Millikan  teaches  the  first  grade  in  the 
Demonstraton  School,  Miss  Carr,  the 
second  grade  and  Miss  Holliday,  tho 
third  and  fourth  grades. 

The  First  Grade 

The  work  in.  this  grade  is  planned 
along  the  line  of  the  child’s  special  in- 
terest .  nnd  pleasurable  occupation  and 
from  these  an  impetus  and  guide  is 
secured  to  the  pupils’  doing,  thinking 
and  learning. 

A  number  of  projects  have  been  work-  / 
ed  out  this  past  quarter.  Among  them 
might  be  mentioned  a  moving  picture  l 
show  in  connection  with  beginning 
reading,  a  Hallowe’en  party,  and  a 
family  project, — the  latter  to  carry  on 
throughout  the  year. 

Julia  Caldwell  has  done  some  especial¬ 
ly  good  work  in  beginning  rending. 
Her  subject  matter  1ms  been  closely 
related  to  the  experiences  and  interests 
of  tlie  children  having  been  based 
on  pictures,  pets,  activities,  festivals, 
gntnes  and  folk  stories-  The  children 
have  ncquired  a  wide  vocabulary,  ns 
well  ns  good  reading  habits,  and  ate 
now  reading  from  two  different  texts. 
Mildred  Oilier- has  also  done  some  cvcel- 
lcut  work  in  rending.  She  has  been  es¬ 
pecially  interesting  in  diagnosis  and 
remedial  work  with  a  small  1  A  group. 

Second  Grade 

The  little  people  in  the  second  grade 
have  accomplished  some  interesting 
-things  this  semester  with  the  assistance 
of  Wilma  Cook  nnd  Christine  Greff. 

Under  the  direction  of  Wilma  Cook, 
the  children  studied  the  life  of  the 
Indians  nnd  with  Christine,  they  are 
comparing  the  habits  and  customs  of 
the  North  Americans  with  the  Eskimos. 
This  work  has  been  developed  during 
language  period,  through  pictures  and 
stories.  Through  a  suggestiou  by  one 
little  person,  an  interest  in  riddles  was 
created.  They  made  riddle  booklets  in 
art  in  which  they  copied  four  originni 
riddles  worked  out  in  laiigungo  class. 
The  correct  form  to  use  iu  accepting  nu 
invitation  was  studied  after  tho  child¬ 
ren  had  received  an  invitation  to  a 
party  given  by  tho  first  grndo  childi-on. 

A  small  grocery  store  has  been  de¬ 
veloped,  created  by  a  desire  to  make 
the  addition  and  subtraction  combin¬ 
ations  practical.
